-<  was  a most  significant  year  in  planning  the 

1 //,")  advancement  of  this  koyal  Institution.  It 

posed  many  problems  to  those  who  undertake  voluntarily 
the  task  of  guiding  the  Institution’s  children  through  their 
formative  years  to  take  their  place  in  the  world  as  con- 
tributing, useful  and  integrated  citizens.  Most  of  these 
problems,  however,  were  solved  satisfactorily  or  are  near- 
ing solution. 

The  last  decade  saw  progress  in  every  aspect  of  the  Insti- 
tution's activities  and  work  for  the  children;  and  1973 
was  no  exception.  In  fact  there  was  an  upswing  of  the 
pendulum  in  regard  to  the  expansion  and  improvement 
of  facilities  and  in  planning  new  areas  of  effort.  Additional 
classroom  space  was  provided  for  the  blind  children.  New 
equipment  was  obtained  and  parent  counselling  services, 
mobility  instruction  and  job  placement  and  general  wel- 
fare facilities  improved  and  extended. 

The  Deaf  Blind  Trainable  School  at  North  Rocks  Centre 
is  now  at  full  capacity.  In  fact,  there  are  one  or  two 
children  on  the  waiting  list. 

The  number  of  children  at  North  Rocks  during  the  year 
averaged  286.  Following  are  the  numbers  in  each  category 


at  September  30. 

Deaf  children  184 

Blind  children  58 

Deaf/Blind  Educablc  children  30 

Deaf/ Blind  Trainable  children  14

The  Multi-Handicapped  Blind  Programme,  which  was 
mentioned  in  the  last  Report,  progressed  to  the  stage 
that  the  buildings  are  now  near  completion.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  the  programme  for  these  severely  multi- 
handicapped blind  children  will  begin  in  March.  1974. 

VICE-REGAL  INTEREST 

Since  its  establishment  in  1860  your  Institution  has  been 
fortunate  in  having  the  direct  interest  and  benevolent 
concern  of  successive  Governors  of  this  State. 

The  Institution’s  distinguished  Patron,  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  of  New  South  Wales,  Sir  Roden  Cutler, 
V.C..  K.C.M.G.,  K.C.V.O..  C.B.E.,  has  maintained  this 
splendid  tradition  and  has  continually  demonstrated  his 
interest  and  given  his  encouragement  to  the  work  of  the 
Institution.  This  interest  is  shared  by  Lady  Cutler  and  is 
most  encouraging  and  gratifying,  not  only  to  the  Board 
and  to  the  members  of  the  staff,  but  to  the  many  Com- 
mittees and  Auxiliaries  allied  to  this  Royal  Institution  and 
to  all  its  friends. 

FINANCE 

The  constant  factor  of  inflation,  which  has  been  with  us 
for  so  many  years,  accelerated  during  last  year  and  the 
problem  of  raising  sufficient  funds  to  maintain  and  im- 
prove the  North  Rocks  Centre  received  constant  atten- 
tion. It  is  gratifying  to  your  Board,  and  to  all  Members, 
that  the  figures  shown  in  the  Financial  Statement  appear- 
ing on  Page  17  justify  the  time  and  effort  devoted  to  this 
important  and.  indeed,  essential  aspect. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  Statement  that  legacies  exceeded 
the  high  figure  achieved  in  the  previous  year.  Income  from 


this  source  was  in  excess  of  $191,000.  I ogether  with  the 
profit  from  the  realisation  of  certain  investments  received 
as  endowments,  the  total  figure  for  legacies  and  endow- 
ments was  $200,470. 

I he  gratifying  increase  in  total  income  of  $126,651,  or 
16%,  to  a record  figure  of  $904,127,  enables  your 
Directors  to  transfer  $235,658  to  Accumulated  Funds  and 
Endowments,  thus  making  possible  the  ultimate  comple- 
tion of  the  new  Centre  for  the  multi-handicapped  blind 
children  at  North  Rocks. 

The  acquisition  of  the  new  Head  Office  building  in  St. 
Leonards  was  also  achieved  from  the  Institution’s  own 
resources  during  the  year.  An  important  factor  in  this 
was  the  sale  of  the  Castlcreagh  Street  Head  Office  property 
at  a very  substantial  profit. 

Operating  costs  rose  during  the  year  by  $61,895  to 
$668,479  an  increase  of  10.2%.  Of  this,  increases  in 
award  wages  and  national  wage  increases  involved  addi- 
tional expenditure  in  salaries  of  $55,900.  Your  Board 
has  no  control  over  the  fixing  of  awards  but  management 
is  to  be  congratulated  upon  containing  other  cost  increases 
in  a highly  inflationary  period  to  2.3%  thus  minimising 
their  reflection  in  the  overall  expenditure. 

Receipts  from  every  avenue  have  been  gratifying  and 
almost  all  have  shown  a steady  increase.  Both  Federal 
and  State  Governments  made  very  significant  and  valued 
contributions  and  the  sum  of  $181,970  was  received  from 
these  sources.  Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the 
responsible  Ministers  for  their  sympathetic  consideration 
of  the  Institution’s  interests. 

Your  Board  is  indeed  pleased  that  the  confidence 
expressed  in  the  last  Annual  Report  with  regard  to  con- 
tinuing public  support  has  been  vindicated  and  your 
Institution  was  thus  able  to  meet  the  continuing  spiral  of 
increased  expenditure. 

Your  Board  asks  members  and  supporters  and  interested 
friends  to  note  that  the  surplus  in  operating  income  during 
this  and  the  past  few  years  is  the  result,  to  a great  extent, 
of  legacies,  generous  bequests  and  increased  Government 
assistance.  Those  surpluses  were  spent  upon  pioneering 
new  facilities  and  improving  and  extending  the  services  to 
the  children  in  our  care.  This,  Directors  are  confident,  is 
the  wish  of  the  membership. 

The  Board  believes  that  today’s  donors  would  like  their 
gifts  to  be  devoted  to  the  welfare  and  betterment  of  today's 
children. 

DIRECTORS 

It  is  opportune  to  record  the  fact  that  Mr.  W.  E.  Hascmer 
has  now  been  a member  of  the  Board  for  20  years,  during 
the  last  15  of  which  he  has  given  outstanding  service  in 
the  demanding  position  of  Honorary  Secretary.  His  dedi- 
cation to  the  work  of  this  Royal  Institution  and  his  wisdom 
and  advice  have  contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the 
development  of  all  the  activities  at  North  Rocks. 

During  the  year  your  Directors  extended  an  invitation  to 
Mr.  L.  J.  Hooker  to  join  them  as  a Member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors.  Mr.  Hooker,  in  accepting  the  invitation, 
further  demonstrated  his  interest  in  the  Royal  Institution, 
which  was  first  shown  when  he  accepted  the  Chairmanship 
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W.  E.  Haseiner,  Esq.,  Honorary  Secretary. 


of  the  successful  Deaf  and  Blind  Children’s  "Break- 
Through”  Campaign  in  1966.  His  colleagues  are  sensible 
and  appreciative  of  the  acumen  and  experience  which  Sir 
Leslie  brings  to  the  Board’s  deliberations. 

The  Board  records  with  pleasure  the  subsequent  bestowal 
of  the  accolade  of  knighthood  upon  Sir  Leslie  and  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  John  Gaden,  our  Vice-President,  as 
an  Officer  of  the  Most  Excellent  Order  of  the  British  Em- 
pire by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  LIFE  GOVERNOR 

During  the  year  the  Board  appointed  Miss  Vera  Rama- 
ciotti  a Life  Governor,  thus  acknowledging  her  contri- 
butions to  the  work  of  the  Institution  which  have  been 
most  generous  and  substantial. 

Miss  Ramaciotti  joins  the  select  body  of  only  15  Life 
Governors  appointed  during  the  1 1 3 years  of  the  Insti- 
tution’s history. 

HONORARY  PROFESSIONAL  STAFF 

The  continuing  excellent  health  and  high  spirits  of  our 
large  family  at  North  Rocks  Centre  is  due  to  the  selfless 
service  of  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  honorary  pro- 
fessional staff  whose  highly  specialised  skills  are  given 
ireely  to  the  children.  I he  Board  is  profoundly  grateful 
and  deeply  indebted  to  the  members  of  this  outstanding 
professional  panel  for  their  unflagging  zeal. 

Your  Board  also  places  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the 


legal  advice  and  guidance  given  by  Messrs.  Maclean 
Stewart  and  Co.,  and  its  thanks  to  the  honorary  auditors, 
Messrs.  A.  W.  Buttered,  Porter  and  Co.,  for  their  splendid 
unfailing  interest,  and  to  our  architect  Mr.  Charles  Sum- 
merhayes,  for  his  continuing  application  to  our  needs. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

The  Royal  Institution  has  maintained  a long  and  fruitful 
relationship  with  the  Department  of  Education  and  the 
close  liaison  continues  with  the  current  Minister  for  Edu- 
cation, the  Hon.  Eric  Willis,  M.L.A.,  and  with  his 
Director-General  Mr.  J.  Buggie. 

The  Board  is  especially  grateful  to  the  Director  of  Guid- 
ance and  Special  Education,  Mr.  M.  E.  Thomas  for  his 
advice  and  co-operation  in  matters  affecting  the  education 
of  the  children  and  to  his  Inspector,  Special  Education. 
Mr.  Keith  Watkins,  formerly  principal  of  the  Blind  School 
whose  first-hand  knowledge  of  North  Rocks  has  been  of 
inestimable  mutual  advantage. 

The  Board  places  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  work 
of  the  teaching  staffs  of  both  the  Central  School  for  Blind 
Children  and  the  Central  School  for  Deaf  Children  at  the 
North  Rocks  Centre. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHILD  WELFARE 

It  is  always  extremely  gratifying  when  the  Minister  for 
Youth  and  Community  Services,  whose  portfolio  embraces 
the  Department  of  Child  Welfare,  takes  a keen  personal 
interest  in  the  well-being  of  handicapped  children.  In  this 
respect  your  Board  pays  tribute  to  the  Minister  concerned, 
the  Hon.  John  Waddy,  O.B.E.,  D.F.C.,  M.L.A.  His 
Department  co-operates  to  the  fullest  extent  with  the 
Royal  Institution. 

RESEARCH 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  programme  of  research 
into  communication  and  language  comprehension  for  deaf 
children  foreshadowed  in  the  last  Annual  Report  has  now 
come  to  fruition. 

The  Welfare  Committee,  under  the  vigilant  Chairmanship 
of  Vice-President,  Mr.  Michael  Eisner,  O.B.E.,  in  asso- 
ciation with  the  Macquarie  University  and  with  the 
Department  of  Education,  established  the  programme  of 
research. 

The  programme  will  continue  for  a minimum  of  three 
years  and  will  be  financed  by  the  Institution  with  generous 
substantial  assistance  from  the  Ramaciotti  Foundation. 
Mr.  William  J.  Walsh,  B.A.,  Dip.  Ed.,  has  accepted  the 
appointment  as  Research  Fellow.  The  School  of  Educa- 
tion at  Macquarie  University  recommended  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  Welfare  Committee,  which  accepted  the 
recommendation  in  December,  1973. 

A joint  Committee  established  by  the  Royal  Institution, 
which  embraces  representatives  of  Macquarie  University 
and  Department  of  Education,  will  receive  regular  reports 
from  Mr.  Walsh. 

Your  Board  is  confident  that  the  report  which  will  follow 
this  three  year  research  programme  will  have  a direct 
influence  on  improving  the  standard  of  language  compre- 
hension and  language  usage  amongst  deaf  children.  A 
general  improvement  in  their  educational  standard,  and 
a very  much  higher  degree  of  social  integration  will  un- 
doubtedly result.

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"FORGOTTEN  CHILDREN"  PROJECT 


I he  campaign  to  provide  capital  funds  lor  the  new  Blind 
Multi-Handicapped  Children's  school  at  North  Rocks  is 
gradually  being  wound  up  with  a final  appeal  to  public 
companies  and  corporate  bodies  throughout  New  South 
Wales. 


Mr.  G.  W.  E.  Barraclough,  who  is  a Life  Governor  of 
the  Royal  Institution,  is  president  of  the  campaign  com- 
mittee. A total  of  $85,000  has  already  been  received,  with 
donations  still  coming  in. 


KINDRED  ORGANISATIONS 

The  policy  of  the  Board  is  to  maintain  the  closest  liaison 
with  the  kindred  agencies,  both  intrastate  and  interstate. 
It  is  also  in  constant  communication  with  leading  over- 
seas agencies  in  the  field  of  deaf  and  blind  welfare, 
particularly  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  United  States, 
and  New  Zealand. 

It  enjoys  a close  association  with  The  Royal  Blind  Society 
of  N.S.W.,  The  Royal  Guide  Dogs  for  the  Blind  Associa- 
tions of  Australia,  and  the  Adult  Deaf  and  Dumb  Society 
of  N.S.W.,  on  the  State  level. 

The  Chief  Executive  represents  the  Royal  Institution  on 
the  N.S.W.  Forum  for  Deaf  Education  and  Welfare,  and  is 
a member  of  its  Steering  Committee.  He  is  also  a member 
of  the  Consultative  Council  on  the  Handicapped  and 
Chairman  and  Convenor  of  its  Committee  for  Overview 
Services.  This  latter  body,  which  was  initiated  by  the 
Hon.  John  Waddy,  advises  the  Inter-Departmental  Stand- 
ing Committee  for  the  Handicapped  within  New  South 
Wales. 

On  the  national  level  the  Royal  Institution  is  an  active 
member  of  the  Australian  National  Council  for  the  Blind 
and  is  represented  on  the  Council’s  executive  committee 
by  the  Chief  Executive.  It  is  also  closely  allied  to,  and 
is  an  active  participant  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Aus- 
tralian Council  of  Social  Services  and  of  the  Australian 
Council  for  Rehabilitation  of  the  Disabled. 

The  constant  communication  with  all  these  agencies 
enables  the  Board  to  be  informed  and  to  keep  abreast 
of  all  new  trends  and  developments  affecting  deaf  and 
blind  children  both  at  home  and  abroad. 


CHURCHILL  FELLOWSHIP 

I he  Board  is  proud  to  announce  that  a member  of  the 
North  Rocks  staff,  the  Mobility  Officer,  Mr.  T.  Beaton 
has  been  awarded  a Churchill  Fellowship  for  1974.  The 
Board  sent  Mr.  Beaton  to  the  National  Mobility  Centre, 
Birmingham  in  1970  for  a special  course  in  mobility  train- 
ing in  the  use  of  the  long  cane.  He  subsequently  perfected 
a unique  method  of  producing  tactile  (contoured  surface) 
maps  of  the  city  and  suburbs  for  use  by  the  blind.  He 
also  attended  a special  course  for  instructors  in  the  use 
ol  binaural  spectacles  as  an  aid  to  the  blind. 

During  1974  Mr.  Beaton  will  spend  three  months  in  the 
United  States  and  United  Kingdom  at  leading  deaf/blind 
welfare  agencies  where  he  will  study  the  latest  mobility 
techniques  lor  the  blind  and  the  multi-handicapped  blind.

PARENTS  AND  FRIENDS 

The  keen  interest  maintained  in  the  activities  at  the  North 
Rocks  Centre  by  the  parents  of  the  children  has  always 
been  a source  of  gratification  to  the  Directors.  The  most

ART  UNIONS 

Since  the  Art  Union  Committee  was  formed  in  1958, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Sutton,  its  opera- 
tions have  resulted  in  a steadily  increasing  annual  revenue 
to  the  Royal  Institution.

The  enthusiasm  of  members  of  ancillary  organisations  has 
been  the  source  of  increasing  financial  support  for  the 
work  of  the  Royal  Institution,  and  the  Board  records  its 
grateful  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  these  devoted  ladies 
and  gentlemen. 

Committees  and  Lantern  Clubs  directly  contributed  a 
total  of  $81,003,  raising  a further  $13,772  of  the  total 
amount  from  Pen  Days  and  Street  Appeals,  and  an  addi- 
tional $535  for  the  Lovely  Motherhood  Quest,  making 
the  total  for  the  year  the  outstanding  sum  of  $95,330. 
While  these  figures  are  extremely  gratifying  from  the 
financial  point  of  view,  they  also  demonstrate  in  tangible 
form  the  continuing  and  unflagging  interest  of  these  groups 
of  selfless  people.

Two  former  students  of  the  Central  School  for  Blind 
Children  at  North  Rocks,  who  have  been  blind  from 
biith,  passed  their  Higher  School  Certificate  examinations 
with  distinction.  Both  will  enter  Sydney  University  in 
1974.  They  are  Kathy  Dummett,  17,  eldest  daughter  of 
the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Dummett  of  Enmore  and  Graeme 
Innes.  18,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  Innes  of  Ashfield. 

Kathy  left  North  Rocks  two  years  ago  and  enrolled  at 
Fort  Street  Girls  High  School,  where,  of  course,  she 
competed  with  sighted  students.  She  achieved  first-level 
passes  in  Ancient  History  and  French,  second-level  passes 
m English  and  Modern  History  and  a third-level  pass  in 
Mathematics. 

Hie  Royal  Institution  arranged  for  all  their  textbooks  to 
be  brailled.  I hey  had  to  be  provided  with  large  cupboards 
at  school  to  accommodate  their  large  Braille  books. 

Kathy  will  study  for  her  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  major- 
ing in  Ancient  History. 

Graeme  gained  first  levels  in  Modern  History  and  Ancient 
History  and  second  levels  in  English,  Economics  and  short

course  Mathematics.  For  the  past  two  years  he  attended 
Ashfield  Boys’  High  School. 

After  they  left  North  Rocks  Graeme  and  Kathy  often 
studied  together  and  helped  each  other. 

Kathy  secured  a job  as  a telephonist  at  Waltons  in  the 
City  during  the  holidays.  Studying,  she  says,  presented 
some  difficulties  at  first.  But  she  can  take  notes  on  her 
Brailler  almost  as  fast  as  some  people  write  shorthand, 
and  she  uses  a tape  recorder  to  tape  lectures. 

While  both  Kathy  and  Graeme  are  outstanding  scholars, 
their  handicap  compels  them  to  devote  much  time  to 
homework  to  keep  pace  with  their  sighted  classmates. 
They  both  averaged  from  four  to  five  hours  each  night 
for  the  examinations.  And  Kathy  says  that  Graeme  works 
harder  than  she  does. 

Graeme,  who  takes  a keen  interest  in  debating,  repre- 
sented N.S.W.  in  the  Interstate  Blind  Cricket  Carnival  in 
Brisbane  and  is  a senior  member  of  the  Boys’  Brigade. 
He  will  study  Law  at  Sydney  University.

Slender  Heather  Garrett.  15,  who  was  enrolled  at  the 
Central  School  for  Blind  at  North  Rocks  before  she  was 
five  years  of  age,  gained  her  School  Certificate  in  her  final 
year  at  the  school.  She  gained  Credits  in  English  and 
History,  and  passes  in  Advanced  French.  Advanced  Home 
Science  and  in  Mathematics  and  Music.  She  was  Dux 
of  the  School  in  1973  and  also  a prefect. 

Apart  from  being  a highly  successful  scholar.  Heather 
was  one  of  the  most  popular  girls  among  her  schoolmates. 
She  is  extremely  musical  and  those  who  were  present  last 
Speech  Day  will  recall  her  performance  on  the  flute. 
Now  that  she  has  passed  out  of  North  Rocks.  Heather 
will  attend  a school  for  sighted  children  and  has  already 
enrolled  in  5th  Form  at  Chatswood  High  School,  where 
she  will  study  for  her  Higher  School  Certificate  for  the 
next  two  years.  Her  subjects  this  year  will  be  First  Level 
French  and  Indonesian  and  Second  Level  English.  Modern

Heather’s  handicap  has  not  restricted  her  swimming  and 
surfing  activities;  she  reads  avidly  and  knits  extraordinarily 
well.  She  hopes  to  continue  on  to  the  university  and 
ultimately  to  train  as  a physiotherapist.

I w'o  former  North  Rocks  students  now  commencing  their 
sixth  and  final  year  at  normal  high  schools  are  Robert 
Nixon  and  Bruce  Maguire.  Both  boys  are  extremely 
ambitious  and  very  musical. 

Robert,  who  became  blind  at  the  age  of  10,  was  a student 
at  North  Rocks  for  seven  years.  After  gaining  his  School 
Certificate  in  1972  he  enrolled  at  Cumberland  High 
School  and  achieved  second-level  passes  in  English. 
Modern  History,  Geography,  Economics  and  Indonesian 
in  the  1973  examinations. 

It  has  been  a tremendously  interesting  year  for  Robert 
and  ended  on  a high  note  when  he  was  selected  as  one 
of  168  students  from  N.S.W.  High  Schools  to  attend  the 
Education  Department’s  State  Music  Camp  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Terrence  Hunt  at  Broken  Bay. 

The  fine  quality  of  his  voice  and  his  splendid  range  of 
notes  enables  him  to  sing  either  tenor  or  bass. 

At  present  he  sees  his  future  in  economics  or  marketing. 
Bruce  Maguire,  who  was  Captain  and  Dux  of  the  Central 
School  for  Blind  Children  in  1972,  was  the  first  student 
from  the  Centre  to  win  a Commonwealth  Secondary  Edu- 
cation Scholarship.  He  has  just  completed  fifth  form  at 
Northmead  High  School  where  he  gained  brilliant  passes 
in  English,  Modern  History  and  Music  at  first  level.  Maths 
at  2F  level  and  Economics  at  second  level. 

He  was  awarded  the  Baulkham  Hills  Shire  Citizenship 
prize  for  boys  at  the  school  for  participation  in  school 
activities.  He  was  chairman  of  the  magazine  committee 
and  chairman  of  the  Inter-School  Christian  Fellowship. 
Bruce  had  little  difficulty  in  surmounting  the  problems 
attendant  upon  being  a blind  student  in  a sighted  school. 
For  instance,  at  North  Rocks,  homework  is  done  in 
Braille,  but  at  Northmead  all  his  homework  has  to  be 
tvpcd. 

He  studied  the  Secondary  School  Board's  Music  Syllabus, 
which  does  not  involve  learning  any  particular  instru- 
ment, so  he  had  to  take  out-of-school  piano  lessons.  While 
other  pupils  at  Northmead  had  sports  afternoon  on  Tues- 
day. Bruce  returned  to  North  Rocks  for  piano  lessons 
from  his  former  teacher. 

He  hopes  to  go  on  to  the  university  and  become  a teacher.
